BBTAK TALKS TO BIMETALLISTS. 


At a meeting held at Lincoln, Ne- 


braska, last Saturday evening under 
tbe auspices of the Bimetallic Club, the 
Traveling Men's Bryan Club and tbe 
Bryan -Home Guards, W. J. Bryan 
made bis first formal speech since the 
election. The audience filled the opera 
bonae and an overflow meeting was 
beld in another hall, which Bryan ad- 
dressed later in the evening. He 
suggested that the Bryan Clubs take a 
new name and become silver clubs or 
bimetallic clubs, so as to become en- 
tirely impersonal.

His 
annual report for the year ended June 
80, 1896, shows that during the last 
three fiscal years tbe aggregate savings 
in the divisions of salaries and allow- 
ances of postmasters were $545,994; in j 
free delivery, $2,314,415, and postofflce ' 
supplies, $218,540; total, 
$3,278,985. 


for that period there was an aggregate 
reduction of 3,030,1.34 pieces of mail 
sent from postotQces to the dead letter 
office. 


Tho total number oC Presidential 


oftlces July 1st last was 3,651, of which 
169 were first-class, 746 second-class 
and 2,736 third-class.
